ing is that there Is no recognition of indi- 
viduality; no effort to draw forth any thought 
or any relation of athought to other facts, 
than those in the bosk. Teachers are too few 
in number for the scholars. In some of our 
large cities it is impossible to get all the 
scholars of some districts Into the buildings 
provided, and half of them come one day, the 
other half the next. Classes of 100 or more. 
are not uncommon—it is not easy to recollect 
the names of the scholars; all separate watch 
of the differing mental actions is manifestly 
impossible. The scholars with much labor 
learn to read, write and cipher; generally all 
of them badly, and that is all. These would 
be forgotten as soon as the rest, were it not 
that the conditions surrounding the lives of 
most of them demand their exercise. Where 
these are wanting, the reading becomes 
dificult, the writing iMegible, the ciphering 
inaccurate. There are graduates of our col- 
leges to-day who are wofully deficient in 
spelling and grammar. A friend of ours 
astonished the pastor of his church by avow- 
ing that he owed more to the theater than he 
did to the school for his training. 

Another objection is: the teachers have 
mostly been trained in the schools, are famil- 
iar with the system used and no other; they 
have not been trained to think themselves; 
there is no need of it in their busineas; they 
are to tun the machine, cram all the’ facts 
they can into the heads of the scholars, care- 
less whether they tend to their best nourish- 
ment or not; and they do it persistently, re- 
morselessly stirred to diligence by inspectors 
and school boards. We have occasionally 
met a teacher who was thoroughly posted on 
all the words of grammatical rules, and 
knew all about the exercises given in the 
books, but in private life when using her 
own words, she was grossly inaccurate. 

Because the system is all details and no 
effort is made at evolving principles, the 
schools are without moral power, The chil- 
dren are told, perhaps, that they ought or 
ought not to do this or that—only another 
group of facts, so much more to be commit- 
ted to memory, so much more that would be 
‘altogether forgotten if the deficiency were 
not supplied from other sources.

Mr. Thomas Shorter then delivered his ad- 
dress. He said: The Spiritualist mind is 
from time to time, and has especially of late 
been considerably exercised on tho question 
of aCance conditions. It is painfally forced 
upon our attention, aud will not be evaded. 
It has been the subject of much correspond- 
ence and criticism in Spiritualist journals 
from various quarters. It was made the 
subject, if | remember aright, of the last dis 
cussion in these rooms, and, as most of you 
are aware, acircular has just been iset 
from a committee of this Association, with a 
long list of 3 and representative 
names appended, urging the adoption of cer- 
tain changes in the condition of publie 
séances, ald in our methods of procedure in 
regard to them, The subject of Hane con- 
ditions is closely allied to the question of the 
evening, but I shall not enter into its con- 
sideration further than to insist ufon one 
aspect of the question.

- Men of early days, alone with Nature, feol- 
ing mysterious forces working it themselves 
in allaround them, able to perceive but not 
to Hiderstand, content to know without an- 
alyzing, yet needed a name for the power 
which ut times so strangely stirred them, 
‘which produced such marvellous results in 
the world around them; needed a name, for 
all words are but name of things, or rita- 
tions of things, uaterializations: by whieh 
others can recognize and classify impressions 
we have received, Everywhere motion!

Many booka in the, Bible 
have had their genutneness assailed, We 
cannot spare space to give all the fnets on 
thia head, or the reasons why. Without ex- 
pressing any opinion ou these points, for in 
our View they are unbhiuportant —we remark: 

The Bible must be correctly translated. 
That it has not been, is evident, or Revision 
Committees would bo useless, That it: never 
can be, isto us equally evident, and Hevision 
Committees are therefore useless, We can 
find thedietionary meaning of the original 
~dolbtless if we can have a correct copy of 
the original to translate from; but would 
that be a true translation? We are sure ft 
would not be, “Yes, you can get translation 
done clwap, bmt can you And one who knows 
technical terms the Gerwans, use, so they 
comld understand what yon mennt? “Would 
you literally translate Auger hat into »Un— 
ger hat’ instead of thimble? Would you say 
"lead feather’ for ‘lead pencil, ” ete, ete, sald 
ote te us, soe years ngo. This is a grive 
objection to the claim of piefal ibility: the best 
translation of necessity a failure, 

The Bible makes no elaine of bifallibblity 
for itself. There is n command to write the 


| Jewish law, to study to preserve it, aml as it 


was the organie law, governing all details of 
life, this was only reasonables but nota word 
relates fo prophesy; there is no foreshadow 
ing anywhere that there shall be any furth- 
er Fevaintion, if revelation it was.

He woudl know in advance 
what we have loirned—the Neree debate, 
the wars, the ingulsitions the unholy tempers, 
hetwo thousand sects, all taking the sune 
works as authority, guided by the same Holy 
Spirit, they say, into “all truth” Well, the 
enormous Variety of opinion goes to muke up 
truth, as combination of all colors makes 
white, We suppose, though no single seel 
knows it. 

The unchangeability of God forbida the 
claim of unlimitel inspiration to a few, wit 
then cessation. Lor hundreds of years men 
Hived they must dive before their history 
could be written, There was no Bible, no 
overmuasterinic authority, Men heard the 
volte of God, they said, long before there was 
any record made of the faet, 

Hid not God rule them’? Did he not inspire 
ate life to men then? The inspiration of 
the-prophets was not a special gift, but a 
special power of reception, as possible, as 
really existent qow as then. For fts vener- 
able antiquity; for its clear, nervous, con- 
lensed prose; for ite saldime poetry; for a 
history nowhere olse attainable—most of all 
because It ia so thoroighly human; becanse 
itis the ancient pecord of man's experience, 
Which touches ofrs in so many points today: 
lente it has won the love, the reverence of 
countless millions, who fonmi) thelr hearts 
comforted, thelr souls uplifted by words of 
men dike themselves, to whose experience 
their ewn bore relation tor these reasons 
the Bible is a sacred book, bat Hot divine. It 
shall guile us by the examples wi- select 
froin tis pages; it shall give baek to us the 
holy thonght we bring to iti study, but it 
shall not dominate us, shall not be accepted 
un Gola worl- Teast of all, God's Inst word.

the one spirit diverse in manifestation ous 
controlled by the organism receiving it. 

But the Bible has been used as the justin 
ent te of the incentive to warernelty dnd in- 
justice, evil of all sorts. It has done this be- 
cause of the authority claimed for it, This 
more harm than any 
book of history, poetry or metaphysics. Not 
divine, but gloriously human; not God's 
word about man, but man’s word about God. 
We should value the book forthe good itwould 
bring out-of us—not fear it for the evil men 
have put inta it. “Lam not ready to give 
up head,” said a talented lady, recently, “be- 
cause men have distilled poison from grain.” 
So Ingersoll may rail and the church wor- 
ship the book, we will be content with loving

The Sherif induced her to reveal the 
whereabouts qf n notorious desperado, wlio 
hal committi many serious erimes, and 
finally a most brutal murder, on the solemn 
assurance from himself and the Mayor, that 
the criminal should be 
instead of being hung. For months previ- 
ously the man had baffled every effort to 

ptrace him. Butina few minutes the medi- 

um described the locality where he wan eon- 
cealel so exact and minutely, albeit she had 
never been within a number of miles of it 
in her life—that he was at onte seewred and 
lodged in jahl. Not only did she point ont 
the place of his concealment in the deepest 
recesses of an almost inaccessible swamp, 
but described the exact path by which he 
came and weht, and whith was the only 
route 110 which the spot contd be reached. 
But the pledge so solemnly given to her by 
the anthorities, was not kept; the man was 
hung; and for more than n year afterwards 
the spirit of the murderer, with his ghastly 
purple visage, justas he appeared when 
strangled on the gallows, began to haunt 
her. Daily, for as much as an hour ata 
time, both when she was alone and in com: 
ny, he would come anid. crouch within a 
ew feet,- gazing straight into her seared. 
eyes, and with such an upbraiding, terribly 
vengeful look, as often nearly drove her dis. 
tracted. In vain she sought to leave the 
horrible presence, or turn her head, or close 
her eyes. In spite of her most persistent 
efforts, she was irresistibly compelled to. 
meet the spirit's terrible scowl. Aa she hèr- 
self described it. no words could tell what 
she suffered while that livid face was efaw- 
ering in front of her, always the one, 
immdvable, ernshing, condemifing, silent 
aze that came at any moment. tn the broad 
daylight, in the dead watches of the night as 
she lay on her pillow, out in the street, and 
in ore? oyat of her dwelling. Just as she 
began to feel that she conld not longer en- 
dure the wearying nightmare of such a fear- 
ful lead, the great weight was lHfted away 
as suditenly as it first appeared; and, to her 
inexpressible relief, the spirit of the murder- 


er never came again.

It ix said of him that 
the knightly motto, “God and my Lady,” 
he changed into “God and my Wife,” 
and upholds it as devoutly as a knight of old. 
Ile rises early, prays toGod, adores hia wife, 
and then goes to see the Czar, or the Minis- 
ters, or the Holy Synod, and everywhere he 
tries his best to carry out the commands of 
his charming goddess, Meanwhile, she her- | 
self is not idle. She receives hosteof fair 
visitors of high rank, who, while offerin 
their homage, seize the eliance of commend | 
ing their husbands, brothers, or cousins, | 
Sumetimes this or that Minester ug State does 
himself the honor of paying his reapeets to 
her, eg she visite her Majesty, 
the Czarinu, to cheer her soul in her golden 
cage. And the Czar himself is there always 
on hand, Thus it has come about that, while 
the Czar keeps away from the capital of his 
empire, Mme.

ern" May law forbid this man from thus 
breaking the Sabbath, aud if not in this ease 
why in the other eases? in New York theel- 
evated railroad trains may ran; it is neces- 
sary for the convenience of ministers ex- 
changing pulpits, and to help AN the pockets 
of the authors of the new penal code; so the 
loud rumble of the cars is permitted, but the 
Sabbatarian pretends to fear the oyster may 
shriek when the knife is at its throat; the 
gurgle of lager-beor seems to him tke the 
mutterings of possible thunder, and the 
crunch of candy un unbearable disturbance 
of his r&ght te worship. 

They havea right to a peaceable Sunday; 
for that matter toa peaceable every other 
day, but they have no right to insist that 
uny one else shall take their definition of 
what ds, or is not, proper Sabbath observ- 
ance; least of all to call on the law to on 
force their opinions, A sacred day, they call 
it, yet facts gathered in England prove a 
depth of sensuality indulged in “between 
churches,” making that time least holy of 
any time in the week? We know of the 
elaborate preparations of food for that lay 
and from our point of view, approve of it. 
We know, too, that some who are horrified at 
the more innocent indulgenctes of others on 
the “holy day,” themselves eat to repletion, 
attempt to sleep, und frequently lower them- 
selves to the level of the brute in gross 
Sensuality, yet clamor for a “sacred day,” 
Suppose it isa sacred day to them, Ts any 
day or thing sacred but to the one who makes 
it sacred, consecrates it by his holy thought? 
Can law do this? Ought law to attempt it? 
Human law is a provision for human needs — 
it knows nothing of divine law but as re 
vealed in the experience of the race. It may 
forbid gunpowder being stored, because of 
immediate, wide-spread ruin that may result 
from carelessness. It may regulate the Ji- 
quor trafic because its results are clear and 
palpable, It may control houses of prosti- 
tution, in old times Bishops license them; 
butit must do all these on the ground of 
the physical health of the commmunity, 
on distinct, clearly marked evidences of 
immediate benefit or injury. 

‘The benetit of the Sabbath, the injury result- 
ing from non-observance, is not so marked, 
It takes years to show the good or evil result 
of observance. or non-observance—it- takes 
| generations, aud many of them, to prove 
which mode of observance is best. Our gov- 
erament is not æ Christian government, and 
ought not to be, if ever, until it is better sêt- 
tled what Chrjstianity really is. It is a 
human government based on the idea of the 
greatest good to the greatest number. It 
deals with facts not theories. In the very na- 
ture of the case, law knows no God, except as 
a huinan conception, ignores everything that 
is not human. Asa result of human experi- 
ence, the Sabbath—the rest-day, as a sanitary 
regulation, has been found good for man. 
Let law conserve it, 80 far ns is necessary to 
securè rest, but law has no power to enforce 
anything not clearly written in man's phy- 
sical constitutions it may decree a seventh 
day rest, but not how one shall rest, It may 
urge n human need it knows nothing of a 
divine command. 

If those who are so desirous of keeping the 
day holy that they contemplate with horror 
the possibility of some eating candy or drink- 
ing soda water anywhere else but in a hotel, 
if they object to cars being used to carry pas- 
xengers to the country, because excursions 
are sinful, they ought at le to be consist- 
ent and insist that ministers will not use 
the cars for their Sunday raid eg It is well 
known how the ministers denounced the 
running of ihe cars on Sunday at their in- 
troduction, and they stayed out of them fora 
time, then began to use them shamefaceily, 
and now they say cars are a necessity for 
Sunday, and “the Sabbath-lay's journey” is 
limited only by the convenience of the 
preacher, the church-member, the ultra-Sab- 
bataclan. Has law anything todo with these 
changing opinions, or rather ought it to 
have? 

To sum up, Sunday laws that attempt todo 
more than actively encourage , Sabbath- 
rest, are a wrong, an injury, really unconsti-

Under what conditions, then, does this 
substance—formeriy usedonly for mechan- 
ical purposes—become poisonous? They 
are certainly obscure, aml at the present we 
can only surmise what they may be. We 
suspect that the cause exista in the indi- 
vidual poisoned; some peculiarity. of the 
constitution producing a morbid change in 
the secretions of the stomach, with which 
the alum combines and forms an active 
polson; or the secretions miy be healthy but 
n unusual proportions, and that these leas or 
greater proportions, iu combination with 
Ue alum, constitute a poison. 

“Porexumple, two paris of mercury and 
two parts of chlorine form calomel, which 
is not poisonous; but chapye the proportions 
to one putt of mercury and two parts of chlor- 
ine, and we geteorrosive sublimate, which is 
a deadly poison, 

“Then, again, we know nothing of the 
causes of constitutional peculiarities. Why 
is it that one person can ent alt kinds of 
green fruitaand vegetables with impunity, 
While the came course might cost another 
individual his life? Our person can handle 
peran ivy und sumac without wing in the 
east affected, another is poisoned if he ap- 
proaches to within ten feet of them. Ont

The fawn color- 
ed mass, which is the delicious portion of 
the fish, is itgtiver, and i imply a mass‘of 
aan Associated with the glycogen, but 
withheld from actual contact with it during 
life, is its appropriate digestive ferment— 
the hepathiec diastase. The mere crushing of 
the oyster between the teeth brings these 
two bodies together, and the glycogen is at 
once digested without any other help than 
the diustase. The raw, or merely warmed, 
oyster js self-digéstive. But the advantage 
of this provision is wholly lost by cooking; 
for the heat immediately destroys the assocl- 
ated ferment, and a cooked oyster has to be 
digested, like any other food, by the eater's 
own digestive powers, 1

A New Christianity Offered in One of the 
Chief Churches of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Denomination—An “Impotent Threat” 
in the Apocalypse—-Prophets and the 
Psalme.

Association.” Four/yetra ago the society 
employed the Rev, ff. W. Mackie to solicit 
funds for the work.“ After laboring for two 

ears Mr. Mackie gàve up a fruitless task, 
eaving the society $200 in debt. The society 
has not held a meeting for two years, The 
treasury is depleted. Miss Gilbert's private 
resources Will admit no further drain, and 
the work is practically at a stand-still for 
the want of money. As many as thirty ex- 
convicts applied to her for help in the two or 
three days following her remarkable mid- 
night interview with a burglar, already . de- 
acribed in these columns, but she could do noth- 
ing for them. She has plans, however, if sho 
has not money. She propdges to obtain a large 

rant of land from the government in some 

yestern Territory, a large endowment fund 
from the rich men of this city, and then col- 
onize the land with 200,000 or more of New 
York's criminal population, dividing them in- 
to amall bands and appointing one overseer 
for each to teach them the art of farming. She 
thinks that Jay Gould or William H, Vander- 
bilt could not make a better investment than 
2 $O Oto such a cause; it wo 
make their lives far safer than detectives* or 
police can make them. William L. Gilbert, a 
wealthy clock manufacturer of West Win- 
sted, Ct., and an uncle of Miss Gilbert, has 
agreed to give $10,000, to this fund whenever 
$80,000 shall have been raised. One scheme 
in view for obtaining this amount is to send 
out a band of ex-convicts to give concerts 
in the principal cities and towns of the 
Union, the baug to be accompanied by some 
silver-tongned ¢x-convict who shall present 
the cause to th le. 

Misa Gilbert's theory of prison reform, per- 
fected in the lightof personal uaintetice 
with the evils and abuses of the present sys- 
tem, is worthy of remark, though ite practi- 
cability might be questioned. “IfI had my 
way,” she says, “I would turn all the prisons 
into workshops.” She would have no cella, 
no prison uniform, no shaving of the head, 
no contract labor, A portion of the prisoner's 
earnings should be set apart to pay his board.

In Mr. Comberland’s tirade against Spirit- 
wilism, he makes the very common mistake 
of assuming that spiritual manfestations 
consist in such as are displayed by so-called 
mediums who give public exhibitions of 
their arts for pay. Oniy the grosseat igno- 
rance can overlook the fact that the truest 
evidence of spirit power—those manifesta- 
tions thatin their very 
tirely removed from the trickerles growing 
out of mercenary motives, will ever be foumi 
in private circles. For the better informa- 
tion of himself and the reverend gentlemen 
who are so swift to swallow whatever op- 
poses the spiritual fight they are keen to 
snuff gut, I will narrate a few of the mani- 
festations that have occurred in a circle to 
Which Laud a few intimate friends belong. 
ile can then learn that nat any amount of 
toe-erackling. even though he were to disar- 
tleulate the entire lot he has got iu hia boots, 
and crackled them never so industriously, 
would solve the problem of their occurrence. 
But first a word as to pellet reading. His 
smartness in reading papers written in his 
presence would avail little in such a case as 
was my recent séance with Mr. Watkins. The 
six questions submitted I wrote with indell- 
ble pencil, in myown house, and crumpled 
and folded them up in such form as would 
be impossible without the use of both hands. 
The pencil Mr. Watkins had on his table was 
n ordinary black lead one. I carried them 
about with me in a pocket-book two days, 
and then laid them down in a huddled heap 
close to my hand as I sat ona table in the 
full glare of bright sun-light.

What proportion, 
then, of these spirits in bondage ean ba re- 
lieved by this method, Evidently it is whol- 
ly inadequate to the claims made upon Ít, 

We are led to these reflections from several 
communications and inquiries we have re- 
ceived, A lady medium writes that Jesse 
James has becomè her control and wishes to 
free hismind,that he may rise above the earth, 
Ifhecame confessing his horrible crimes and 
penitent, there would be some excuse, With 
his bloody record, it might be plausible that 
he would feel oppressed and the necesalty of 
asking for forgiveness. He, however, speaks 
in no such strain. He assumes the tone of 
injured innocence and makes a hero of him- 
salf. To publish the unbearable stuff he 
purports to ulter would bean unkindness to 
the reader, and we fail to see how it would 
benefit him. 

Another is inspired by Guiteau, who there- 
by is seeking to escapè from the inclination 
to the earth life. She despises him, rebels 
against the influence, yet feels that she 
ought in charity toallow him to influence 
her. We do not hesitate to say that such is 
a mistaken charity. The Spirit-world is 
quite capable of taking care of its own. The 
samo laws of advancement govern there as 
in this life. The way for such a moral mon- 
strosity as Jessie James to advance is to 
learn the consequences of his“ course of 
life, become repentant, and seck a higher 
plane. Contact with earth through a medi- 
um. would intensify his earthly and selfish 
faculties instead of holding them in abey- 
ance. 

. The same may he said of Guiteau and all 
other criminals, cranks, as well as ignorant 
persons. If their purported communications 
are indicative of their condition they are as 
ignorant, or besotted and selfish as before pass- 
ing from the earth-life, and, to usea suggest- 
ive phrase, unrepentant, In fact, they usually 

ave, according to their own story, nothing to 
pe of. They were working at “their mis- 
sion,” and ought to receive praise therefor. 
Such a doctrine is mischievous and immoral 
in its tendencies, and carried to its ultimate 
conclusion leads to the lowest depths of cor- 
ruption. Some mediums who began by acting 
the role of charity as missionaries, for the 
purpose of relleving the minds of low spirita 
have gone farther, and held that it was neces- 
ary for such spirits to reluaet their earth- 
life in order to escape therefrom. They were 
forced, they claimed, by ‘their “controls” to 
indulge in drinking, gormandizing and de- 
bauchery, until they became debased and 
brutalized. Common sense ought to teach 
that instead of elevating an immortal spirit, 
such a course of crime, for it can bo called 
by no other name, would ‘east it down to 
stil lower level, and destroy the medium 
through which it waseffected. It can by no 
possibility be of benefit to mortal or spirit to 
do wrong, and whatever is wrong for mortal 
is wrong for spirit. The sympathy excited for 
“degraded spirits’ who stand around circle 
rooms, as it is claimed, in crowds, which ex- 
ceed the rush for a ticket wagon of a travel- 
ing menagerle, awaltiug a chance to"say their 
say,” and have it published, that they may 
“ascend higher.” is entirely mistaken, and 
the money it gives worse than wasted. It 
propagates a mischievous doctrine, calculat- 
ed to work injury wherever received, and not 
only without foundation in spiritual laws but 
opposed to common sense. 

The Spirit-world is capable and willing to 
ente for its awn 
ment do not require the sacrifice of sensitives 
here, hor the publication of voluminous non- 
sense whose only claim to notice is its 
spirit-origin. The most illiterate communi- 
cation may be characteristic and of interest 
to friends and relatives, as přtęato letters, 
but this is no reason for making a 6ajch penny 
of their publication, and forcing then before 
the public,

these fabrics and patterns all grew on the 
sheep's back.” 

“There are two great/churches, the church 
mechanical and the church spiritual. The 
one is materialized, has order, forma, regula- 
tions like a kingdom; the other ja living, 
lambent, invisible, of no shape, with no creed 
but holiness, with no ordinances, but with 
the real, personal rere of the Holy Spirit 
always present, and the light, the Tife, the 
power of God,” 

“The only orthodoxy on earth is the beauty 
oftoliness, Above afl crecds is the creed of 
right living. God and the human soul are 
the only fortes that the world knows. All 
others are derivative, subservient, auxiliary,” 

“All that in the chureh to-day is lifting and 
purifying man and infusing into soclety the 
redemptive spirit of Christ, is from the soul- 
power of men illumined by the soul of God; 
and the zealous disciples of the letter—the 
sentinels watching the dead creeds, the me- 
chanical defenders of a mechanical creed— 
are the chief adversaries which the gospel 
meets,” J. W. Beecher. 


Still, we have not found an answer to the 
question. Orthodoxy is just now in a trans- 
ition state and undefinable. In the mean 
time, while the professors are trying to ans- 
wer our question, let us do some “right think- 
ing” ourselves, and hot be frightened at the 
conclusions we cannot fail to reach. If God 
did dictate the Bible, it was dictated to men; 
it is impossible that man's expression of di- 
vine truth could be divine~only to such a 
degree as they were able to receive and ex- 
press.

Mr. Beecher denies 
an eternal hell, and enforces his denial by 
withdrawing from the congregational asso- 
ciation, avowedly on the ground that he no 
longer believes as thoy do; but his church is 
as crowded as ever; it is stiil necessary (if not 
right) to have policeman present to enable 
the pew-owners to make their way through 
the throug of cager, earuest men and women 
who throng to hear him. Mr. Newton boldly 
attac o plenary inspiration of the Bible; 
and signa some of his Episcopalian as- 
soclatestiéclare, as we heard one: “The only 
importance his sermons have, is from his 
being an Episcopal minister; but he who de- 
nies the inspiration of the Bible, denies the 
Church which proclaims it in her articles, 
Let him leave the Church whosefaith he has 
abandoned-he would soon sink into insignif- 
icance.” This is one man’s view, but a di- 
gest of opinions gathered from Episcopalians, 
tells a different story.
